The Synod of Montreal, in connexion 
with the Canada Presbyterian Church, will 
meet in the John Street Presbyterian 
Church, on Tnesday next, and following 
days.

Tur Lavauina Puant.—Palgrave's work 
on Central and Eastern Arabia farnishes 
something new for botanists. A plant is 
described, under the name of “Taughing 
plant,” the seeds of which produco offects 
very much like laughing gas. It grows 
only in Arabia, attaining a height of only 
about six inches at Kaseom, while at Oman 
it risos to threo and four foot, with wido- 
spread branches, being woody and the 
leaves green, Its flowers, in tufts, aro 
ellow. Two or three black seeds, much 
ike Frouch beads in sizo and shape, are 
produced in asoft, woolly kind of a capsule. 
Thoy have a swootish taste, with a slight 
favor of opiam, Tho odor from them is 
rather offensive, producing a sickening sen’ 
sation, ‘Tho essential proporty of this ox- 
‘traordivary plant is the seed, which, pul. 
yerized and administered cautiously, soon 
bogins to operato in a way to create maton 
ishment, ‘The porson begins to daa 
boistorously ; then he dances, sings, an 
outs fantastic capers of a ludicrous charac- 
tor. Such oxtravaganco of manner was 
noyer witnessed from any other dosing. It 
is uproaroiusly fanny foraboutan hour, It 
is a common amusoment to charge food 
with the powdor, for an unsuspecting 
individual, for the harmless onjoyment ot 
his capering antics. When tho oxcitomont 
subsides the exhausted oxhibitor falls into 
a profound slumber, In muothor hour on 
waking, ho is totally unconscious’ of what 
has occurred.

Importance of Bee-Keeping. 


At the Agrictltural Convention at Ap- 
pleton, Wis., recenly, A. H. Hart of that 
city, a bee keeper of much experience, 
and who retains his faith and enthusiasin 
notwithstanding the destruction of many 
of his bees in the winter of 7871-72, made 
some remarks, of which the following is a 
Wa eae ry :— 

‘We find many references to honey i 
the Bible, From various sources of intone 
mation it seems that fromz1800eto 1600, 
years since; thesbee intetestetfourished 
more than before or since, Honey was 
then known and appreciated as an artic) 
of food and as o medicine. It may be 
asked why it has declined. ‘The introduce 

tion of sugar caused the decline in this 
interest, just as the introduction of cotton 
caused u decline in the attention paid to 
finxculture. Ifsome mishap should come 
to the sugar producing interest, renewed 
attention would be given to honey pro- 
duction. The frignds of the bee claim 
that honey can be produced ata profit in 


competition with sugar, ut lower prices 


than those now obtained for sugar. In 


stead of receiving from 7 to 20 pounds of 
honey yearly from a swarm of bees, we are 
now able to secure from 100 to 700 ponnds 
by thé use of improved hives and the ho- 


ney extractor.

Manhood Suffrage. 


A gtddt “manhood suffrage demonstra 
tion” took place on Noweastlo ‘town Moor, 
April 13th. Minors camo from all parts of 
Northumberland and Durham with bands 
and banners, Muny of the banners had 


boon specially made for the occasion, and 
aro said to havo cost from £60 to £70 cach, | 
Tho procession was sovoral milos in length, 


and about throe hours elapsed botweon the 
arrival of tho hoad of the procession on the 
Town Moor (where the platforms were 
eroctod) and the arrival of the last detach- 
ment, ‘Tho streots were crowded with peor 
plo, and it is ostimated that about 130,000 
persons were assemblod on the Moor, whore 
thero wore six platforms orected. ' Rosolu- 
tions were proposed, aeocondod, and carried 
simultaneously from each platform. The 
first resolution was, ‘That in the opinion 
of this meeting tho distinction at present 
oxisting between tho qualification for par 
liamentary electors in boroughs aud coun- 
ties is irritating, porploxing, and unjust, 
und that the only truvo and satisfactory 
settlement on which the imperial franchise 
can be based is manhood.” The second 
aflirmed that no extension of the suffrage 
would secure a full, free, and fair represen- 
tation of the people unless it was accom- 
panied with 4 redistribution of seats, and 
an equitable apportionment of members tu 
population, It was also agreed to sond a 
memorial to Mr, Gladstone, enclosing him 
a copy of the resolutions.

— The anuouuccment is made in the New 
York papers that an issue of $5,000,000 of | 
per cent. mortgage gold bonds has been mado 
by the Toledo, Wabash & Western Railroad’ 
Company to purchase and relay the entire line 
with steel rails between Toledo and St. Louis, 
comprising over 600 miles of completed, This 
road, it may be recollected, will bo run in con- 
neotion with the Canada Southern, leading 
proprietors of both lines being identical and 
it is stated that the already immense business 
of the Toledo road will be so augmonted by its 
coneection with the Canada Southern to be 
opened for traffic next June, as to render the 
substitution of steel rails a necessity.’
